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A Practical Guide for 
Making it Into Print 


The following guidelines are relevant, 
whether you are submitting your design 
work to major, national publications, trade 
journals, or smaller, more specialized, 
local publishing venues. Regardless of 
where you hope to have your project 
publishing, doing a bit of “homework” 
before sending off your work to the 
publication of your choice might increase 
your odds of being published. 


Write a succinct, informative project 
description. 


You should ask yourself why a particular 
publication would want to publish your 
project. Publications receive numerous 
solicitations from firms and individuals 
hoping to get their work in print. To stand 
out from the crowd, you need to develop a 
project description that states the impor- 
tance or significance of your work. Editors 
like to see a written description of the 
goals or aims of the project. In a succinct 
paragraph (in a cover letter or project 
brief), describe your project to the editor: 
What problems were solved? Were there 
problems with the client that had to be 
resolved? Was it a difficult site? What was 
the significance of the design solution? 


Submit high-quality photography. 


Out-of-focus, snapshot-quality photogra- 
phy can be a liability. Illustrative materials 
should be clear and easy for the editorial 
staff to evaluate. Photographs should be 
well exposed and focused, and you should 
provide enough pictures to provide a

he Plenary Session speaker at 
this year’s Professional 
Development Conference, 
Robert A. Ivy, FAIA, editor in 
chief of Architectural Record, 
served up some helpful tips 
for architects on how to get 
their firm’s work published. As 
a practicing architect and critic 
before coming to the magazine, Ivy could 
provide the audience with a unique 
perspective of “both sides of the fence.” 
“Architecture is on everyone's minds 
now,” commented Ivy. “With the economy 
being flush, writing about architecture is 
popular now.” 
Before venturing into tips and 


your work can take the guesswork out of 
submitting projects for publication. 


EE ee ee eee 
National Architectural Publications 


Ivy noted that the odds of being 
published in one of the two national 
architecture magazines—Architectural 
Record or Architecture—are like winning 
the Irish Sweepstakes. In the case of 
Record, approximately 24 to 36 projects 
per year receive full treatment in a feature 
story. Projects are selected so as to 
present a blend of projects and according 
to how they fit into the editorial calendar 
for a given month. There are, however, 
other potential areas in the magazine in 
which to highlight your project, such as 
Building Types Study or Technology 
sections. A focus study Record recently 
conducted indicated that readers first look

suggestions on how to get published, Ivy 
recommended that architects analyze why 
they want to be published. For example, 
are you interested in having your work 
published in order to increase your 
business, to acquire more clients, to lead 
to possible consultancies, to achieve peer 
recognition or for personal satisfaction? 
Next, you should know your market 
and target publications accordingly. You 
should determine to whom are you 
targeting your designs, for example, a 
specific client group who should see your 
work? Knowing which magazines answer 
your needs and which can best showcase 


at the cover story and then check what 
project type is being highlighted. 


Think Locally 


Ivy urged the conference attendees to 
be creative in seeking out publications 
outside of the national magazine level. “It’s 
great to be in Record,” he stated, “but think 
of the world of architecture out there-they 
need your work.” Following are some 
examples Ivy gave of where to submit your 
projects for possible publication: 


e Newspapers. Chicago is notable in 
that both the Chicago Tribune and 
Chicago Sun-Times have 
architecture critics; however, real 
estate columns are also a good 
market for architecture projects. 

e Trade/Specialty Publications. There 
is a wealth of trade and specialty 
publications available. For example, 
you might consider specialty 
publications such as ENR, 
Design/Build Magazine, Midwest 
Construction; shelter publications 
such as House & Garden and 
Metropolitan Home; and other trade 
publications that target specific 
building types, such as 
hospital/healthcare publications and 
remodeling magazines. 

e AIA Publications. The AIA publishes 
magazines and newsletters, many of 
which are high-quality, four-color 
publications. 

e Newsletters. A self-publishing 
venture such as a newsletter takes 
time and budgetary considerations. 
But this can be a good way to get 
your story in front of others. 

e Books. Monographs and self- 
publishing ventures are another way 
to get your work in print. 

e Internet. Your own Web site is a 
valuable way to market your firm to 
potential clients. 

As for the “hows” of getting 
published, Ivy offered up a final piece of 
advice. “Nothing beats a personal 
relationship, whether it’s in publishing or 
in business.” To that end, it is beneficial to 
develop a relationship with architecture 
editors and writers. “It's important to get 
to know the people who make these 
things,” said Ivy, “rather than sending 
submissions in over the transom.”

If you don’t have success in generating 
interest in your project with a particular 
publication, submit it elsewhere. You 
should note, though, that many publica- 
tions will not accept simultaneous submis- 
sions, with the possible exception of mate- 
rials that could be used in news briefs sec- 
tions. In committing to a project, a publish- 
er normally requests exclusive first publica- 
tion rights. 


Request submission guidelines from the 
publications that interest you. 


Most publications have Submission 
Guidelines available. These guides provide 
valuable information on how, and in what 
format, to submit your work for publication 
consideration. Many publications have Web 
sites where you can readily access submis- 
sion guidelines.

Interns are one of an architecture 
firm’s greatest assets. Many firms are 
committed to making an investment in 
their interns which in turn is making an 
investment in the future of the individual, 
the firm, and the architectural profession. 
To recognize the contributions of these 
firms, the collateral organizations 
represented by the Intern Development 
Program Coordinating Committee 
(IDPCC) will be awarding the 1998 IDP 
Outstanding Firm Award to recognize 
architecture firms for their exemplary 
commitment and contributions to interns. 

The IDPCC is composed of three 
members of NCARB, three members of 
the AIA, and one member each from the 
AJA’s Intern Associate Committee, AIAS, 
and ACSA.

When can students start their IDP Council 
Record? 

Students can start counting time in their 
Council Record after successful completion of 
their Junior year as an undergraduate in an 
NAAB-accredited B. Arch. Program or in an 
Illinois Architecture Licensing Board- 
approved preprofessional architectural 
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program, or after the first year in a M. Arch. 
Program when the student’s undergraduate degree 
was not a preprofessional architectural degree. 


What is the mentor program? 

Students may select a mentor-a licensed architect 
in any state-to meet with them periodically to 
review their training progress and discuss career 
goals. For example, Frank Lloyd Wright’s 
“mentor” was Louis Sullivan, who Wright called 
his “Lieber Meister.” AIA Chicago has a list of 
individuals who have agreed to serve as mentors.

If, however the firm’s 
continuing education program is of an 
academic nature-that is, lectures, reading 
materials, tests, etc.-it must be preapproved by 
the AIA.
